ICE FORMS ON LENS 
OF FLYER’S CAMERA 
AT 7-MILE HEIGHT 


Unofficial Altitude Record Set 
by Plane Trying to Take 
Pictures of Dayton, O. 


DAYTON, O., Sept: 24.—Ice 
which formed on the lenses of the 
cemeras yesterday was proving the 
most serious obstacle to the suc- 
cess of the United States Army Air 
Corps’ latest photographic experi- 
ments from high altitudes, at 
Wright Field. 

Although the flyers are nox seek- 
ing an official alttude reC6ra, Capt. 
Albert W. Stevens, chief of the pho- 
tographic section at Wright Field, 
and Lieut. James Doolittle, pilot, 
soared 38,400 feet yesterday to take 
photographs, but ice forming on 
the lenses frustrated their efforts 
at the 74%4-mile mark. The plane 
also was coated with ice when they 
landed. 

The altitude which they reached 
was 6400 feet greater than the pre- 
vious record, but will not receive 
official recognition, because it was 
not made with sealed instruments 


and under the inspection of the 
proper authorities. 
T. C. McMahon, chief of the 


technical data section at Wright 
Field, explained the aviators mere- 
ly were doing some photographic 
work from high altitudes “as a 
part of their every-day work.” 
They planned another attempt to 
achieve their mission today.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Sept. 
24.—Rehabilitation needs received 
the attention of relief forces today 
in the hurricane stricken area of 
Florida. While caring for the im.- 
mediate needs of the thousands of 
homeless, officials looked forward 
to measures for re-establishing tre 
refugees and giving them a new 
start until they can pick up their 
own burdens. 
there was no assuranec the actual 
death toll ever would be known. 


Unable to take all bodies away 
from the flooded area for burial, 
relief workers are cremating many 
of them. Official estimates vari- 
ously placed the death list at 1200 
to 1500. Additional bodies are be- 
ing found in large numbers. 

Howard W. Selby, chairman of 
the Palm Beach County Red Cross 
Committee, said his chapter was 
ready to request formally that the 
National Red Cross take over all 
relief work. He said his workers 
would continue through this week, 
but that the real emergency period 
probably would end by the mi@Mlle 
of the week. | 

With 28 workers already in the 
field, A, L. Schafer,- director of 
disaster relief for Florida, said 
others-were en route. 


400 Dead in One Village. 

New stories of tragedy come daily 
from the devastated area. The Red 
Cross announced receipt of reports 
that 400 bodies of the inhabitants 
of Pelican Bay. a sugar cane vil- 
lage, between Pahokee and Belle 
Glade, had been found a week after 
the hurricane tore the settlement. 


This, said Schafer, fixed the Red 
Cross’ official death list at 1200 
persons, 


Florida cities were speeding ad- 
ditional supplies and _ personnel. 
Boats and trucks offered the most 
feasible means of transporting re- 
lief to the razed towns along Lake 
Okeechobee. Crews were ergaged 
in clearing highways that are not 
under water and removing many 
bodies found while at the work. 

At Palm Beach and West Palm 
Beach, carpenters have begun to 
repair the damage. Communities 
are getting back to work as much 
as possible. Many stores closed 
during the past week, planned to 
open again this week. 

Rehabilitating Farmers, 


The problem of rehabilitation of 
farmers worried relief forces. Es- 
timates made by Fred H. Harries 
of Miami, for the Federal Govern- 
ment, set the farm loss at approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 in Broward and 
Palm Beach Counties, He esti- 
mated at least $300,000 was needed 
to assure a winter crop. 

O. C. Geiger, who was dispatched 
into the Lake Okeechobee area by 
Selby, estimated the dead at 1500 
Negroes, mostly laborers, and 700 
white persons. He estimated c«e- 
struction of property at 95 per cent 
and said 98 per cent of the live- 
stock and poultry had been killed. 

Searcely a town within a long 
radius of the stricken area was 
without refugees. Tents and ra- 
tions are supplied to farmers who 
are anxious to go back to their 
ruined homes and try to make a 
start alone. Many of these were 
bereaved by the loss of relatives, 
some having beén injured in the 
storm, 

Definite reports that all the 
Seminole Indians were safe were 
received from E. L. Lasher, repre- 
sentatwe of an Indian village at 
Miami. The Indians are said to 
move out of danger when the saw 
grass blooms and are thought to 
have followed this sign before the 
hurricane came. 


Prevention of Discase. 


Health measures moved apace 
with general precautions being 
taken to prevent any outbreak oj 
disease. State health officials tatd 
there was no influenza epidemic 
among the refugees at Clewiston. 
as reported by relief workers there 
Friday. They said only one cas 
was found.

FIERY CROSS BURNED ON EVE 
OF SMITH’S ARRIVAL IN TOWN 


Several Explosions of Dynamite 
Precede Lighting of Klan Em- 
blem at Billings, Mont.

BILLINGS, Mont., Sept. 24.-——-On 
the eve of the arrival in Billings of 
Gov.

MADRID, Sept. 24.—Approxi- 
mately 120 persons are officially 
estimated to have perished in the 
Novedades Theater when it caught 
fire during a crowded Sunday eve- 
ning performance. The injured 
were estimated at more than 350. 

Exact figures have not been es- 


tablished because, dense smoke 
coming from _ the smoldering 
ruins prevented the authorities 


from learning how many bodies 
were yet to be extricated. 

Most of the victims were not 
burned, but were suffocated or 
crushed during the stampede for 
the exits. 

Bodies were being taken 
some sections of the ruins 
morning. 


Soldiers with fixed bayonets kept 
back a large crowd of anguished 
persons who clamored for news of 
relatives and friends.

The blaze sterted during a storm 
scene on the stage. The theater, 
which is one of the largest in 
Madrid, held 4000 persons, and it 
was crowded to capacity for a per- 


formance of “La Mejor del 
Puerto.” 

Electrical sparks ignited the 
ropes of rt of the scenery, and 


the flamés spread rapidly to other 
parts of the stage setting. 

As the curtains in front burst 
into flames, there was a mad rush 
for the exits. Men, women and 
children were trampled in_ the 
stampede. The theater was 
equipped with modern precautions 
against fire but it was very old and 
the wooden framework burned 
rapidly. 

People massed in the narrow 
aisles, frantically fighting their way 
to the three exits at the front of 
the building. Soon these exits 
were choked with the struggling 
mass and many were blocked from 
escaping from the galleries, '° 

Firemen were unable to extin- 
guish the blaze and the flames 
spread to buildings nearby. includ. 
ing hospitals and a charitabla ‘n- 
stitution. The fire was not brought 
under control until early today cnd 
at that time only a few smuvuulder- 
ing ruins remained of the Nove. 
dades Theater. which was one ef 
the oldest and largest in the cap- 
ital. 

Occupants of seats on the 
firet floor and boxes were ablé to 
make their way out but those ir 
the galleries were caught »ehind 
te jam at the exits There were 
many children in the balconies, 

There were reports today that all 
those behind the scenes were able 
to escape through the stage doors. 

25 Bodies Found Together. 

Twenty-five bodies were found 
huddled together on one of the 
landings by officers who arrived to 
open an inquiry. Other bodies were 
seen on the stairways and in dif- 
ferent rooms, but it was imposa- 
sible to count them in the semi- 
darkness lit only by torch bearers. 
Many parts of the ruins were al- 
most inaccessible and rescue work- 
ers were laboring to clear the 
debris away. 

When the fire was at its heig«.t 
some of the dudience could be ag@n 
with their thing ablaze, strug- 
gling to pe. One frantle man 
after being trampled tn the erush

The number of jivaros killed in 
the inaccessible mountains and 
buried by their families and 


or those not. buried at all, prob- 
ably will never be known. 

The refugees are living where 
they can, in city halls, churches 
and schools. Padre Martinez 
church here is filled with women 
and children, sick and injured. 
Beds have been made by putting 
the long hard church benches face 
to face. From the backs of these 
are swung improvised hammocks 
for the infants. No one complains 
and one old woman offered to 
Share her lunch, which consisted 
of part of a baked banang. 

18 Killed in Church. 

Forty miles away at the little 
seacoast harrio of Guardarrava the 
ruins of a little concrete Methodist 
chapel stand not 25 yards from the 
Caribbean. Across the road, which 
had been covered by the sea, nine 
graves may be counted. Each 
contains two bodies. All eighteen 
dead from two families were killed 
in the little church in which they 
had sought shelter. 

A boy, who was loitering nearby, 
said he had been in the church 
with many others who escaped 
when the chapel commenced to 
crumble. He said he found shelter 
in a maya, a needle-bristling, cac- 
tus like plant much used for fence 
rows and normally much avoided. 

Nearby was the Guardarraya 
public school in ruins, but with the 
blackboards still intact on which 
were chalked the spelling lessons 
of the day of the hurricane. 

No Signs of Profiteecring. 

At Yabucoa, Dr. Manuel B. Ber- 
rios, in charge of the public health 
unit, has pitched a tent for an 
emergency clinic on a raised plat- 
form which had been part of the 
public school. Helping him were 
two nurses lent for first aid work 
by the Presbyterian Hospital at 
San Juan, together with a local 
nurse and a laboratory assistant 
who with a microscope was making 
malaria tests. Dr. Berrios said that 
the malaria had been bad before 
the storm and was now worse. 
Hospital tents, cots, blankets and 
supplies are expected at Yabucoa 
from San Juan. 

At no place in the towns along 
the 15Q@-mile tour was there any 
evidence of a critical food short- 
age nor of any profiteering. The 
country people still are living 
largely on what they can pick up 
from the ground around fruit trees 
while busily engaged in  recon- 
structing homes or improvising 
shelters.

$< OT what is called a gentfeman’,” 
N wrote W. H. Russell of Lincoln early 
in 1861. “Since I came to Ameri- 
ca,” he added, “I have heard more dis- 
paraging allusions to him on that account 
than [ could have expected among simple 
republicans." The EngliBh ,ournalist ex- 
pected too much. Any American could 
have told him that no political leader of 
obscure origin, limited formal education or 
hum. associates ever approached the 
presidency without an outburst of the 
sneers which met incoln. There was 
snobbery in the attitude of many Ameri- 
cans toward Jefferson: a fiercer snobbery 
still toward Andrew Jackson: a more con- 
tem ptuous snobbery toward Harrison. 
Later on there was to appear a phariszical 
snobbery toward Grover Cleveland. as a 
coarse politician devoted to beer, pigs’ feet 
and poker. It is essentially the same s:n- 
timent which curis the lips of a good many 
people today when they think of Gov. 
Smith in the White House. 
. + * 

Since four of the men upon whom the 
snobbery of the past fell are now ranked 
among the very greatest Presidents—Jef- 
ferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Cleveland—a gen- 
eration which hears only of their wraise is 
likely to forget how scurrilously they were 
attacked. The snobbery which  Je‘ferson 
met was the. snobbery of the Federalist 
amstocracy, the polished social circles of the 
little Republic and the hidebound clergy. 
It was the snobbery of men like George 
Cabot, who wanted 
to citizens owning $2000 in land; of New 
England parsons who in stacks of sermons 
pilloried Jefferson as Ephraim the apostate; 
of the rich, the well-born and the educated. 
Jefferson was associated with the scum of 
society, precisely as some would now arso- 
ciate Gov. Smith with heelers and bootleg- 
gers. “Every dissolute intriguer, tioose 
liver, false coiner and prison -bird.” writes 
Henry Adams: “every hare-brained, loud- 
talking demagogue; every speculator. scof- 
fer and atheist, was a follower of Jeffer- 
son; and Jefferson was himself the incar- 
nation of their theories.” The socia] snob- 
bery was prominent. He wags pictured as 
telling boastful stories in his carpet slip- 
pers, with his sandy hair uncombed and 
beard unshaven, his waistcoat threadbare. 
his corduroy trousers shabby and his linen 
soiled.

But with the rise of the frontier it was 
Jackson and Lincoln who suffered most 
frem the attacks of snobbery. Jackson was 
“the Tennessee barbarian” to polite Whig 
circles. They called him illiterate, and 
mention of his spelling was always good 
fora laugh. To heighten his supposed bar- 
barism he was attacked as a rowdy fron- 
thersman of ungovernable passions, a -luelist 
and murderer. When he visited Harvard. 
President Quincy conferred an honorary de- 
gree with a private sneer, and ex-President 
J. Q. Adams stayed at home writing super- 
ior gibes in his diary. Thirty years later 
Lincoln met precisely the same rece ption. 
When he ran for President the Albany

Snobbery of this sort has never spared 
the wives of the emerging leaders. There 
was no Mrs. Jefferson in 1891, but it is 
easy to imagine how she would have tured. 
It was said that Mrs. Jackson smoked a 
corncob pipe, could not utter a grammatical 
sentence and did not know how to dress. 
When she visited Washington after the 
Florida campaign the proud matrons there 
treated her with disdain. Gossip was equal- 
ly unsparing of Mrs. Lincoln. It was said 
that she was the country lawyer's wife, im- 
possibly provincial and crude; that she was 
dowdy and homely, and put in “Sir” at ev- 
ry phrase. The report gained c"rrency 
that she had childish “tantrums” on th 
White House floor. C. F. Adams Jr. report- 
ed after a Washington party: 


If the President caught it at dinner, 
his wife caught it at the reception. All 
manner of stories about her were fly- 
ing around. She wanted to do. the 
right thing, but did not know how, was 
too weak and proud to ask: she was 
going to put the White House on an 
economical basis, and to that end was 
about to dismiss “help,” as sne 
called the servants, some of whom. it 
was asserted, had already left because 
“they must live with gentiefolk;:” shg 
had got hold of newspaper reporters 
and railroad conductors as the best 
persons to go to for advice and direc- 
tion. 

The chief fact which emerges from the 
slightest survey of this snobbery is that it 
belonged to the froth on the surface of 
society, and never has touched the sound 
heart of the people. Indeed. in Jackson's 
time and when Harrison was heid up to 
scorn as a backwoodsman who woud be 
content in a log hurt with a barrel of cider. 
popular sentiment reacted overwe'mingly 
against it. That was partly becauSe of the 
antagonism then ex‘sting between the Last 
and the frontier. the older and the newer 
society. But today the social sneer at a 
man because he was born poor, or had little 
academic training, or prefers plain friends 
will meet—if it comes into the open—the 
same tremendous rebuke. That is why it 
does not come into the open but remaios a 
cowardly whisper. It has long since been 
settled in this country tha. govern nent is 
not for “the rich, the well-born and the tn- 
fluential” but fer men of force and talent 
from whatever social rank.

concerning their rulings.as a whole 
without realizing that we are grad- 
ually developing a science of regu- 
lation and of understanding on one 
hand of the means of drawing the 
fine line between minimum rates 
to the people and on the other 
hand of such a reasonable profit 
to the industry as will stimulate 
its advancement. It is my belief 
from this investigation that the 
public service commissions with 
very little just criticism are prov- 
ing themselves fully adequate to 
control “tHe situation. The laws 
as written in the state statute 
books are sufficient to protect both 
the public and the industry, the 
two parties to the utilfty contract. 

But the test of regulation does 


not lie in the statutes. To know 
whether regulation has_ really 


worked to public interest we must 
examine its actugl results. We 
have now behind us a score of 
years of regulation and we can 
judge by real experience whether 
this method will protect public in- 
terest. 

It seems to me that there are 
two final tests of thfs question. 
The first is: Is the service ade- 
quate and is the industry progres- 
sive in its provision for future 
need? The second is: Are the 
rates reasonable in themselves and 
are the profits taken by the indus- 
try upon the capital invested extor- 
tionate? 

I need add nothing to what I 
have already stated as to the de- 
velopment of the industry to dem- 
onstrate that the avancement of 
the art and its progress in applica- 
tion are moving apace. In the 
national sense the industry is ac- 
quitting itself well in service. Its 
initiative in scientific investigation, 
in application of discovery, its ex- 
tension of service, is of the highest 
order of American business. The 
service leads all other in the world 
and it improves every year. 

As to the reasonableness of rates, 
it may be observed that the nation- 
wide average shows that rates are 
today slightly below pre-war, and 
this despite an increase of 100 per 
cent in wages, together with  in- 
creased cost of fuel and of many 
supplies. Power is one of the few 
commodities which the public ob- 
tains at pre-war prices. While 
the price per kilowat has shown a 
small decline since before the war, 
yet beyond this the technical im- 
provement in lamps has resulted in 
a four-fold increase in the amount 
of light dispensed for the same 
money. Of perhaps broader sig- 
nificance in this test is the fact 
that the total interest and divi- 
dends paid by the industry in 1912 
amounted to under 4 per cent on 
the estimated valuation of the in- 
dustry; in 1917 it was under 5 per 
cent and in 1922 it was under 6 
per cent and again above 6 per 
cent in 1924. It might be ob- 
served that the rate of taxation on 
private plants increased about 400 
per cent, that is from about 0.6 
per cent on the estimated valuation 
in 1912 to 2 per cent in 1924. 

It does Beem to me that these 
facts demonstrate that in the na- 
tion-wide sense our State Lezisla- 
tures have been equal to their task 
of protecting the public and that 
the State Commissions are doing 
their jobs well. And likewise, de- 
mocracy is demonstrating its abil- 
ity to retai. mastership in its own 
house. sa 


F. eral Regulation. 

It has been proposed that. as 
power districts may be no respec- 
tors of state lines, we must have 
Federal! regulation of power. I do 
not agree with the conclusion that 
Federal regulation is necessary. I 
can see no reason for the imposi- 
tion of a superior regulation, mere- 
ly because Congress may have the 
power to exercise its authority un- 
der the commerce clause. The es- 
sence of regulation lies in a tight 
grip on the concern that actually 
deals with the consumer. There is 
the possibility that generating con- 
cerns may sell their power whole- 
Sale at the state line to distribut- 
ing companies, thus attempting to 
make their wholesale yrices exempt 
from the regulation of the consum- 
ing state. But that state still reg. 
ulates the price and service of the 
distributing company. Most com- 
missions exercise supervision 
of the contracts for purchase of 
power. The commissions are un- 
likely to blindly accept as an item 
of cost the amount paid to an ex- 
ternal transmission company for 
its power, but rather they will ex- 
amine the cost and reject it as a 
basic element if found unfair or 
excessive or collusive. I commend 
this view to the careful considera- 
tion of the State Commissions. The 
utilities themselves would do wel] 
not to oppose it. It would create 
the only gap justifying Federal] in- 
tervention. For the rest, co-opera- 
tion between commissions could 
settle the possible minor questions. 

And there are the most weighty 
of reasons against Federal regula- 
tion. Power is, by necessity, bound 
to be local in its districts—as to 
its service, its generation and dis- 
tribution. It differs widely from 
the interstate implications cf the 
railways where they are depend- 
ent not upon district but upon 


whole groups of states. Loca) ac- 
quaintance, local valuation and 
public opinion can operate 


upon power to their fullest extent. 
Nothing will produce worse. service 
than to attempt to transfer loca! 
problems to absentee solution at 
Washington. And if our democ- 
racy will stand at all it must stane 
upon the local responsibility. Noth. 
ing could be a more hideous exten- 
sion of centralization in the Fed- 
eral Government than to thus un- 
dermine the state utility commis- 


op? sions and #fate responsibilities. 


New Problems in Public Relations. 
Central generation and intercon- 
nection do not in any way alter the 


| essential character of regulation 


]} There are, however, questions of 


public relationship which become 
of greater importance as 4 result 
of this transformation of industry, 
and I propose to review a few of 
them. 

Valuation: The most difficult of 
all questions before the commis- 
sions has been the determination of 
the basis and method of valuation 
of the properties for rate making 
purposes. There have been many 
theories and much discussion. Buc 
one element is common to all 
methods, and is the most important 
in the public interest; this is, that 
the rate of earning and consequent 
charge to consumers, is based upon 
reasonable return on actual value. 
The commissions, broadly speak- 
ing, have disassociated capitaliza- 
tion, as shown by stocks and bonds, 
from the valuation on which rates 
are to be based. The consumer is 
thus free from the burden of over- 
capitalization. The comims:'>?ns 
have reached realities in the matter 
casting aside a) arguments based 
on waterted stock. And through 
their control of security issues, they 
are in a position to prevent over- 
capitalization in the operating 
companies. 

In most communities basic val- 
uations have already been deter- 
mined. It is greatly in the public 
interest that valuations be com- 
pleted and made universal. ,By 
prompt coinmission action now we 
can avoid the 40 years of delays 
and muddling we have gone 
through in the attempts to value 
the railways. And there is sound 
protection to the investor in this 
basis of rate making, for it holds 
capital issues te realities. It would 
be a further protection to the in- 
vestor if all companies published 
to their stockholders the valuation 
of their properties by the public 
commissions. 


Regulation of Municipal Owned 
Plants. 

The municipally owned plants in 
the country comprise about 3% per 
cent of our total generating capac- 
ity. In approximately half of the 
states municipally owned plants 
are immune from state regulation 
of their rates and service. In many 
cases they neither maintain uni- 
form accouting systems nor submit 


It is vital to the local communi- 
ties which have such plants that 
they should be able to judge the 
competency of their managers and 
the relative advantages of private 
versus municipal operation by com- 
parison of results. Beyond this, 
however, as municipal ownership 
is much recommended to the na- 
tion by its advocates, it is of the 
highest importance that the whole 
nation should be able to form un- 
biased judgment In the matter by 
the parallels of actual experience. 
Whether the cities will secure their 
power and light from the great in- 
terconnected systems of private en- 
terprise’ at, regulated rates and 
profits, or will undertake to secure 
it by municipal ownership, will be 
settled only by experiment and the 
experiments are in progress. We 
make progress in democracy only 
by experiment.. My point is not to 
argue the municipal ownership 
question which is often a problem 
of local factors but to emphasize 
the importance from a national] 
point of view that the whole coun- 
try should haves available real 
knowledge of how these experi- 
ments result. Moreover, the best 
assurance to the citizen of those 
cities is the independent check on 
accounting service and finance by 
the-state commissions. 


Federal Power Construction. 


We shall sooner or later have 
difficult questions to solve in con- 
nection with the relationship of by- 
product power from Federal con- 
struction of dams for flood control, 
reclamation and navigation such as 
Muscle Shoals, Colorado and St. 
Lawrence Rivers, an® we should 
solve them solely on engineering 
principles—not politics. 

Free Flow of Power Across State 
Boundaries. 

The free flow of power across 
State boundaries has become a 
question of importance because of 
the embargoes upon the export of 
hydro-electric power imposed by 
some states. There may possibly 
be cases in which the export of 
power from a state, if fixed for all 
time, might stifle its own progress. 
They are very unlikely. The free 
flow of power through economic 
districts is as vital to efficient na- 
tional development as is free inter- 
State transportation in the case of 
the railroads. These embargoes 
are of doubtful constitutionality, 
but of more importance it may well 
be doubted whether such policies 
will work out in the end for the 
interest of the originating state it- 
self, 

Such actions are most unlikely to 
result in perpetuating more costly 
power to the originating state. The 
whole development of the industry 
indicates that the most cconomical 
use of water power must be in 
combination with large central 
steam plants, otherwise the second- 
ary power cannot be developed nor 
can the full load of primary power 
be availed of. Thus a_ district 
pooling of prolluction and distribu- 
tion is necessary if hydro is to be 
cheaply developed and used. Be- 
yond this, Dower will always re- 
treat to the shortest transmission 
for equal rates and hydro states 
will get their power when they 
need it. Because no one transmits 
power further than necessary to 
get the same returns. 


Advancement of Central 
eration. 


A vastly important matter from 
a public point of view is that cen- 
tral generation stations and distri; 
distribution systems shall be erect- 
ed upon the most soundly econom- 
ic foundations for future service to 
the public. In this there should be 
immediate co-operation between 
the State Utilitiy Commissions and 
the industry. The resources and 
the demand of every State and

ed to critical study. The develop- 
ment of our streams on a designed 
program that will give the max)- 
mum ultimate power by equating 
flow to the maximum degree is !m- 
perative. In skimming off the 
cream by haphazard development 
we may render full development 
an impossibility. 

Again, location of central steam 
plants in their relation to fuel and 
water for cooling and to distance of 
transmission should be placed 
under analysis. I commend this te 
the existing pub'tic service com- 
missions, the engineering profes- 
sions, and to your association as an 
urgent opportunity for co-operation 
for our best, development, 


Obligations uf the Industry. 

Public policy has not alone lim- 
ited profits in the industry but it 
has given privileges and has, as a 


direct consequence of regulated 
rates, given protection @® stable 
returns to the industry. There is 


therefore in this relationship a 
tangible obligation of rendering w» 
wide-visioned service to the pub- 
lic in return. A great majority 
of the industry accept this with the 
full sense of its importance. 


The first obligation of the indus- 
try is service and in the light of 
these great inventions service now 
requires the full equipment of the 
country with central] generation 
and interconnection. It is one of 
the greatest obligations ever im- 
posed upon a single industry. Nor 
would the country be best served 
by pellmell haphazard treatment or 
the question. The installation of 


these gigantic equipments 
for the least capital ex~- 
penditure in such locations 


and in such fashions as will give 
the maximum efficiency not only 
today, but in the long view, is 
vital. As I have said, I believe the 
industries should co-operate with 
the public utility commissions to 
study the long view of state and 
regional development. It all in- 
volves almost infinitely painstak- 
ing technical studies and develop- 
ment of actual construction step 
by step. 

Industry must now also assume 
the burden of the development of 
service to territories beyond the 
congested districts. Such service 
upon efficient and low rate basis 
will bring long view returns of 
the greatest value to the industry 
and the community. Your associ- 
tion has already taken _ steps in 
promoting electrification of our 
farms and rural communities. It is 
desirable that the operating com- 
panies should take note of this de-' 
velopment in California which al-) 
ready exceeds any other place in 
the world in this respect. 


One phase -f the whole question 
of ownership and control is being 
worked out through your distri- 
bution of prior lien stocks to your 
employees and consumers. With 
the increase in stockholders of this 
industry from 600,000 persons to 
2,500,000 persons in five years, 
you are creating real popular own- 
ership. I am convinced that in 
the long run the industry should 
be localized by increased customer 
ownership, with full responsibility 
in the district of its operation. 
Power is a vital part of the com- 
munity organism. The ultimate 
safety of the industry and the pub- 
liz lies in this direction. 

In closing I should like to re- 
reat a statement which I recently 
made, for it bears upon this indus- 
ae; 2 oe 

“Perhaps dimly, but no less cer- 
tainly, there is looming up in the 
American industrial world a defi- 
nitely new relationship in the 
whole setting of industry. The 
capital ownership of great service 
and production is rapidly being 
diffused among millions of indi- 
viduals. The ownership is thereby 
being divorced from manage ment. 
The managers of older and settled 
industry are today rising out of 
the skill of the industry itself. 
And they are gradually cominf 
into a new vision of their rela- 
tionships. Those relationships have 
a tripartite responsibilitv: to the 
consumer on the one hand, to the 
worker on another, and a regard 
for capital only in the sense that 
it shall be assured security and 
thus secured on the lowest terms 
in the market. Under this regime 
the savings we can make through 
application of invention, through 
increase in skill, through elimina- 
tion of collective waste, are bound 
to be shared with the consumer to 
attract business, to be shared 
with labor to secure service and 
contentment, and to be  decreas- 
ingly shared with capital, be- 
cause capital comes cheaper with 
increasing security. 

“If we examine our utilities and 
many of our older and larger 
manufacturing concerns from this 
point of view, we shall find that 
an astonishing proportion of our 


national production and service is | 
now operkating in various degrees | 
under this regime of a new con- 
ception of capital, management. 
labor and the consumer. Thirty 
years ago we should not have be- 
lieved this possible. Nor are these 
tendencies based upon any aban- 
donment of self-interest as a mo- 
tive. They are based on just a 
little more intelligent  self-inter- 
est, with perhaps a little larger 
proportion of that salt of altru- 
ism found in the impulse to per- 
sonal accomplishment and in re- 
sponsibility to widespread num- 
bers—and to public opinion. 

“He would be a rash man who 
would state that we are finally en- 
tering the industrial -millennium., 
but there is a great ray of hope 
that America is finding herself in 
the road toa solution of the great- 
est of all her problems: that is. a 
method by which. social satisfac. 
tion is to be attained with the
